The Groat Worth. 



We find in the Maroa, Illinois, 
'News' of the 25th of Soptoinbor an 
uccouut of tho resignation of I''klor J. 
Y. Beekmau as paHtor of Iho Christina 
Church of tlmt vilhiyo. For some 
tiiuo.past tho revurond geutloiuun's 
habits have been Huch as to cause 
greafgrief to bis friends and bring 
reproach on tho churcli. At tho close 
of tho sermon, which was prone hod l)y 
a neighboring pastor. Elder Beekman 
made the following address, which wo 
give as a warning to all men, both 
young and old, to avoid the ein and 
shamo which have come upon this 
man:

This may be my 
last opportunity of addressing you, 
and 1 want to ask you that you will 
not charge this great shame to the re- 
ligion of Christ. It teaches bettor 
things. Charge it all to my own de- 
pravity and sinful nature. To jou 
who have not this habit, it is strange 
that I should thus yield to temptation. 
I well remember the time when I 
thought it strange that others drank 
and ruiaad'tiiemselTes with alcohol. 
I am glad 'that there are so many 
young men here this morning, that I 
may lift my voice in warning, and beg 
them to profit by my example. You 
think now that you are strong and in 
no danger. I well remember tho 
time when I believed the samo. 
Twelve years a«:o, when I reached 
forth my inexperienced hand and 
toot the intoxicating cup, I thought 
I was strong; but I developed a habit 
that now holds me in chains, and in 
the most awful shivery that humanity 
was aver subjected to. It holds me in 
its embrace when I seek my bed for re- 
pose; it disturbs my dreams buring 
the weary hours of night, and seizes 
mo as its prey when I rise up in the 
morning to enter upon the duties of 
the day. 

Profit, oh! profit by., nay example; 
see what it has done for me. There 
was a time when I stood as fair as any 
minister of tho church in Illinois; 
there was a time when I had as bright 
prospects and as cheering hopes for 
the future as any of my classmates. 
But now they are all gone because of 
imtemperance. 0! that I could bring 
the whole world to hear my warning 
voice. Young ladies, you can do much 
to remove this curse from tho 
world by not countenancing its use 
among your companions. 

Brethren, I sever my connection 
as your pastor with a sad heart. It 
would bo sad under the most favorable 
circumstances, but much more so as 
it is. But I shall remaia with you in 
church, and labour in tlio community 
for a livelihood; I will como to your 
social meetings and work with you in 
the Sunday School, and will do what 
I can to atone for tho great sin 1 have 
committed. 

God knows I do not wish to injure 
Hia cause. Pray for mo that, 1 may 
yet overcome this besotting sin. I 
trust I shall be able to conquer. But, 
should I go down under the withoiing 
influence,! ask that you remember mc 
kindly. Whenever you meet me, and 
under what circuniHf anc,(^s, rcMiicmbur 
there wai a tinn! when yoii woro [H'oud 
ol me. But treat mo as you may, a"t 
^ward me as you choose, I beg that 
JOU will i-emdrtiber my wife kindly. 
'Dd'fibli ^ive her pain and sorrow bo- 
oause of my wrong dcjin.^-. Poor wo- 
man, she has already aull'eretl enough. 
1 -married her a swoet nud innocent 
giri. She has been a patient and faith- 
ful wife. Again, I ask that you will 
kindly remember my wife and child- 
ren.

The Chinesa Government has con- 
ferred tho Imperial order of the Cum- 
pai on James Maitland, •hief officer of 
the cruiser Ling Fong, for distinguish- 
ed services rendered during the late 
Formosan crisis in oonnastion with the 
Poocbow fleet. 

The Peking Gazette contains mem- 
orials from Kwoichow and Hunan, re- 
porting tho progress ol the BuniioHo 
aussioii toward Peking. The Envoys 
actually arrived in tho caijital Soptum- 
ber 10th. 

The steamer Chihli, which was re- 
ported ns having been on shore olYtlio 
Promontory during hor last tiiji to 
Tientsin, is said to have received no 
damage. 

A quantity of telegraijhic wire, aj)- 
paratus and litings, purchased last year 
have recently been delivered to I^i 
Hung-chang by Mr. Bishop, tologra- 
phic engineer at Shanghai. These are 
to 1 e used in discharging cannon aud 
torpedoes — tbe arts of war, , not of 
peace. 

One of tho divers at the wreck of 
tho Jaj)an has succooded in reaching 
the treasure tank, which he found bro- 
ken. Ho inserted his hand and took 
out some dollars. 

A Kiu-kiang letter says: The dry- 
ness of the summer — scarcely any rain 
fell in July and none in August— has 
caused the crops to sutler very much, 
particularly cwtton, which is talked of 
as almost a failure. The rice Kullered 
a gooil ileal, but the price has not 
risen much.

Last Fridi^. Captain Wilson,; 
Oustom Houee Officer of this port, ar- 
rived homo from Moose Factory, Hud- 
son Bay, where he had been for tho 
purpose of reorganizing that outpost, 
it being a port of entry for the coo- 
venience of the Hudson Bay Go's, 
business, and the office havirig be- 
come vacant by tho death- of tbe offi- 
cer in charge, Capt. Wilson was iu- 
strucioil to make the I'oipiirod arrange- 
ments for having tho duties of tliat 
port attended to. Hq left here with his 
men about tho first week in August, 
and arrived at iMooso Factory in 
twelve days from this place; but on 
account of the sovei'o weather on 
their home journey it took them t hirty- 
one days to traverse the same dis-' 
taiico. Tiio captain reports that on 
tho 2Jnd of August, at the height of 
land, it fro/.o very hard, but on ar- 
liviiig at the coast Ihe^y found the 
vugotablcs quite green, evidently 
showing that the front had not visited 
lh;it pi>st, and ffom what he saw anQ 
asceifaiuod, the iubabitaiits of tho 
coast about tho Fort cxiiected n, good 
cropp of garden stuff. Ho also states 
that if the season was longer tho coun- 
try about tlio Fort could not hu surpus- 
sed for agricultural pursuits. The soil 
ia of a splendid alluvial, arable kind, 
and the formation of tho rucks lime- 
stone. Tho distance from Michipico- 
tou, on Lake Superior, to tho Factory, 
is about 660 miles in a straight line 
They left Moose Factory on the Slst 
of August, and met tho Bisboj) of 
Moosouee about mid-way from Lake 
Superior aud his home. The H. B. 
Company's vessels from Englaud,with 
supplies, had not arrived wheu they 
left but wore expected daily. 

The exi)orts from Moose Factory, as 
entered in the Custom House, for. the 
year 1>S7 1, amounted to the large sum 
of $187,4(;5,50.

Coufideuoe in Gauada. 

The very best evidence of Colum- 
bia's iooreasing confidenoe in Oanada 
will be found in tHe Domlhion Gov- 
ernment Saving3 Banks' returns, pub- 
lished by us yesterday. From ^tbese 
important statiatica it will be seen that 
close upon one million dollars lie on 
deposit in the three G,ov.ernment Sav- 
ings Banks in this Province, and that 
the aniouut on deposit at Victoria alone 
is nearly three quarters of the entire 
sum standing to the credit of the Pro- 
■vince, being largely in excess, with 
the exception of Halifax, (Nova Sco- 
tia), of the deposits of every other city 
in the Dominion. Yictoria, compared 
■with Halifax, or St. John (N. B.) is a 
mere village; yet the deposits stand- 
ing to the credit of Victorians exceed 
those of St. John by |150,000, and 
fall behind Hahfa.K only J;291,000! 
Winnipeg (Manitoba) a jjlace as 
largo as Victoria, has u paltry sum of 
$50,839 on deposit at the Savings 
BankH. The large deposits in this 
Province, show two things very plain- 
ly: That, as a rule, the people of 
British Columbia are both thrifty and 
prosperous; and that, notwithstanding 
the persistent attempts made by per- 
sons in the pay of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment to foment distrust against 
Canada, a feeling of confidence 
and trustfulness has taken root so firm 
ly that Columbiana really prefer to 
lend money to the Dominion at five 
per cent, per annum to lending it at 
eight nud ten per cent, on real estate 
security. These are facts the organs 
of the Local Government would do 
well to ponder over. The people of 
British Columbia can be in no mood to 
"fight Mackenzie" (as Mr. Walkem 
asked the Cowichans to do) when they 
lend him a cool million for Govern- 
mental purposes. 

Cuba and the United States- 



The continued unsettled state of af 
fairs in the island of Cuba has at last 
drawn a protest from the United States 
Ck>vernment, and there are strong in- 
dications that at the very first oppor- 
tunity which may arise the Americans 
will oppose an armed intervention to 
.further slaughter. The protest sent 
to Madrid by President Grant us suffi- 
ciently strong in its terms to create a 
great feeling of alarm there. It as- 
sumes to at the ultimate resnlfc of the 
Oubao struggle will be independence, 
and says that the continuance 
of the insurrection grows day by day 
more insupportable to the United 
States, and whilti the attention of that 
government is lixed on Cuba, in the 
interests of liumanity, by the horrors 
of civil war prevailing there, be cannot 
forbear to reflect that the existence of 
slave labor in Cuba and its influence 
over the feelings and interes.s of the 
peninsular Spai iarda, lie at the foun- 
dation of all the calamities which now 
afflict Cuba. Bub slavery cannot 
• -long continue in Cuba, environed as 
that island is by communities of 
emancipated slaves in the other West 
India Islands and the L'liited States. 
The Prefiidcmt has not been without 
hope that all these questions might be 
settled by the spontaneous act of 
Spain herself, she being more deeply 
interested in'such a settlement than 
all the rest of the world. AVhat de- 
cision the United States shall make is 
serious and diflicult,and not to be de- 
termined without (Nil uf 111 cousidorntion 
of its complex elements of domestic 
and foreign policy, butibe determina- 
tion of which may at any moment bo 
forced on it by occurrences cither in 
S])ain or Cuba. Withal, the I'resident 
cannot but regard the independence 
and emancipation course as the only 
'rtain and even necessary solution of 
the questions quite su bordiiiat.^ to 
those larger object.s of the United 
Stales in this ro.speet. The President 
does not meditate or desire the aiiiioxa- 
tion of Cuba to the United States, but 
its elevation into the inde|)endont re- 
public of freemen, in harmony with 
the United Status and with other re- 
publics of America. The policy of 
the Uuiled Slates in reference to Cuba 
at tlio present time is declared to be 
one of expee.uucy, but with positive 
and fixed oouviotions as to the duty of 
the United States when time or emer- 
gency of action shall arrive. 



"Pnt on tbe Brakes 1" 

"Eureka/" wc have found a diamond in 
a dusfc-hcap; and as we hold it up to 
the light it gliDts and- sparkles like 
the great Kob-i-uoon, Yesterday's 
leading article in the Qoveruiuont pa- 
per on the proposed City Hall, in the 
main, meets with our approval. The 
proposition is ahead of the times by at 
least ten years. The Corporation shonld 
continue to traaaaet their business in 
leaseid offices until thettaancos of the 
City are in a more prosperous condi- 
tion. The Ci'y alreatly owes ^loO,- 
bOO as u lirst charge agajnyt 
the revenue. This debt was in- 
flurrod to secure a prime no- 
i;ti;sity — ui nhumliiiit Hupply of good 
v/aun'. So far BO good ; but uulil a sys 
ioia of M ivuga has buou adojpted and 



ourod there ought to bo no popular 
couiiteimueii given to any solioino that 
will plunge the city deeper into debt to 
provide luiurions npartinenta for the 
City Fathers. Tliey are housed already 
aa well as nine-teutbs of the inhabitants, 
and why they should aigb for u palace to 
expend their eloqnenoe in when the pub- 
lic health ia suffering in the al'sence of 
drains, is ss difficult to underataud oa 
the supineneas and indiflferenco of 
ratepayers to what ia being done with 
their funds. There are men amongst ua 
than whom no more prudent, careful or 
eoononiieal managorH can be found in the 
world— who select agents gifted with the 
same qualities to transaot their private 
affairs, and insist upon every penny be- 
ing aooounted for. Yet these very men 
pay in the ahape of city taxes, tliou- 
aanda of dollara yearly with an air of su- 
preme contempt and indifference as to the 
manner in which it ia to be expended. 
Ouo of these days they will wake up and 
find the city hopelessly bankrupt and 
their real estate liable for the city indebt- 
edness. Look at the Provinoial Govern- 
ment. They have gone on year after year 
expending their capital on unproductive 
works, and to-day they are bankrupt, and 
forced to borrow money from ijrivate in- 
dividuals ot high rates of interest to de- 
fray the ordinary expenses of Govern- 
inont. Tho City of Victoria ia pursuing 
the same road— the road thot leada to fi- 
nancial ruin. Now is tne time to put on 
the brakes and obeok the expenditure of 
800,000 which, borrowed at eight or nine 
per cent., will cost the city 81500 or S5500 
a year and yield nothing in return. Tho 
city don't want this expensive toy now; 
uud if she did want it she can't afford to 
pay for it. 

The West Coast Tragedy. 

We furnish to-day all the details ol> 
taiuable of tbe circqmstances attend- 
ing the shooting of Rev. Father Bra- 
bant at Barclay Sound. Tfie informa- 
tion gathered from the disconnected 
and somewhat incoherent letters (writ- 
ten while he was writhing in pain and 
apparently dying) of the reverend gen- 
tleman, and the statements of the In- 
dian raessengei's, is meagre; but 
enough is told to satisfy everyone that 
the life of a devoted Christian mis- 
sionary is in great danger, and may be 
sacrificed if relief be not at unco dis- 
patched. There will be but one e.\- 
pression — and that of deep regret — 
wherever our paper is read to-daj at 
the intelligence. Cut oflf from com- 
municution with the outer world for 
several months in the year, Father 
Brabant has devoted himself to his sa- 
cred calling with a spirit of self-sacri- 
fice and zeal worthy of emula- 
tion. Under any circumstances 
death by vicilenoe ia a shocking thing; 
but it is rendered trebly shocking when 
the victim is a missionary engaged in 
pf rforming a sacred oiliee among savages. 
"Blessed are the peacemakers," said our 
Saviour more than eighteen hundred 
years ago. Father Brabant when he fell 
l>y the assassin's hand was endeavoring 
ti) bring about a goud understauding bo 
tweeu two tribes, and the chief by whose 
hand ho fell was tbe one from whom the 
fatal blow was least expected — the as- 
BosKin holding a silver medal from tbe 
Oanadian Government for humanity 
shown the shipwrecked orew of the ba»"k 
Edwin about a year since. We sincerely 
hope that a a'eampr will be sent down to- 
day. A telegram sent to Ottawa would 
ensure the Doniiuion Government steam- 
er being piueed at tho disposal of tho In- 
iliau Department, or if the lines are 
down, perhaps Oapt Cooper will antici- 
pate an order to that effect.

The Indian i/iessongers nay tho above 
letters were written with tho wounded 
priest's left hand, and ono of them is 
spotted with blood. Tlioy do not dis- 
close any motive which coald account for 
suoh a deed and particularly by one whi3 
has on ft former occasion been rewardeci 
for his kindness to liic whitcf;, this same 
Matlahow having been presented with a 
silver medal by the Canadian Ciovarn- 
ment lor his hnmano coiuhict to tho 
shipwrecked crew of the bark Edwin, 
wrecked a year ago near Barclay Sound. 

Bo far as we oonld gather from oonver- 
sations with the Indians who broiiprbt 
down tbo sad nowH, and from comparing 
notes with his Lordship Bishop Heghers 
and others, tho outliuea ot tlio story ap- 
pear to be as follows: 

Fathor Brabant resides close to the 
oampof the Hasquiat.s, aud tiio observa- 
tions of some of tho Indians to us fully 
bear oat tbo remarks in tho above loltorc; 
about the lamentation of tho tribe after 
the event bnd taken place, in fact he waa 
well liked by this tribe. Anotlier clan 
whose ranch was Dt no great distance, 
visited Victoria lately and returned with 
the small pox amougst thoni. Thcso uu- 
foitanates- wished to consult a woman 
belODG^ng "to the Hasquiats who had 
BomQ renown on that coast as a doctroEs; 
bnt-were warned to go away, and thoy 
left. One klocchman belonging to tho 
infected Indians returned, and m spito 
cf everything coatrivod to get amongst 
Father Brabant's neighbors, and tho di;- 
sase broke out amongst them altot ,bu 
chief Matlahow's wife, .sibtcr and 2 child- 
ren dying of it. Father Brabant con- 
trived to get two of the Indians to hel p 
him and buried the victims, ho himself 
assisting to drag a small canoo used as a 
coffin to tho place of interment. Subse- 
quently Matlahow, who is represented 
by tho other Indians as a mooily and re- 
vengeful man, wished to go 1 o war with 
the natives who had brought tho infec- 
tion from Victoria. Pather Brabant en- 
deavored to dissuade him, and ent-ered 
ttie chief's houso to expostulate, and 
■while there was f.liot with a doublo gun, 
ono barrel being loaded with ball which 
took oil'eot in the back, and a charge of 
shot from tho other strnck him in the 
right hand. 

The shooting was done eight days ago, 
and from the time which has elapsed since 
■ the injury was received, and tho fact that 
no aBsistanco except that of tho Indians 
was at hand, whicli although gladly and 
eagerly rcmlsrod, is u{ course not tlio 
most skilful, there is rc:is()ii to fear that 
by this time tho unfortnnnli,' gi^ntleman is 
dead, Attempts were made last night to 
get the Rocket or the Isabel to start alone 
for Baiclay Sound; but were not, we be- 
lieve, attended with success, owing to tho 
rough weather, 

Fathor Brabimt was born in Belgium, 
and aged about l!5 years. lie is a tall, 
handsomo man of lino /ihi/siqi/u, and a 
most devoted Christian. IJo has been 
connected with this diocenu for several 
years and was dispatched iu April last to 
Barclay Sound to establish a miBsion 
among the Indians there, who are a sav 
age and generally distrusted lot. Ho has 
probably saoriflc'ed bis life in mi eilort to 
makp peace between I wi) inlv s. Surely 
nian never f(!ll in a nobler ciuiso. 

We learu that a conlerenco was held, 
yesterday botwcou tho Lieut. -( tovornur. 
Dr." Powell, fenporiutendent of- Indian 
Affairs, and Right Rav. Bishop Seghers 
with tho object of sen. ling a sleiuiier to 
arrost tho innrilmir nnil hiiiig l''iUher 
Brabant to this city lor treiilnienl. L'he 
gunboat Rocket was prnnouiu'eil unfit to 
go to sea; and tho IJomiiiion ( lovernmenl 
steamer Sir James Douglas and tho steam 
er Isabel oonld not be secured. Will no 
immediate step bj taken ?

llLfOUT OF THE DaIUUK CaNAIj SuUVEY. 

A Washington special says: Fred. Col- 
lins, U. S. Navy, commander of tho ex- 
pedition that made tho survey of Attrato 
Napip Alyatrato route canal across tbo 
Isthmus of Darien last winter, has just 
finished bis preliminary report to the 
soarotary of tho navy. A survey was made 
by this expedition from Attrato river to 
the Paoifio Ooean, following tho exact 
lino found best suited for a canal for 
about five miloa baok from Attrato rivor. 
It was found very swampy, and had 
groat difliculty in carrying tho survey 
over that section. After crossing tbo 
swamp the country was found very brok- 
en and hilly, but by keeping the hills 
noar Napipi mcst of tho bad hills wore 
avoided, By following tho valley of 
Dogniulo very deep ontting was neco.s- 
sary.' Tho height of tho divide was 
found to be 778 feet, and a tunnel was 
required for passing under throe and a 
half miles long. The summit level of 
the canal as proposed is 143 feet above 
tbo plane of mean tide. Twonty-two 
locks will bo necessary for tbo ascent 
and descent. The distance of the canal 
survey is twenty-eight miles in a direct 
line, but neoossary cnrve-i make it thirty 
miles, Tlie officer in giving full details 
of tho cost (d' tho entire can.d and inci- 
dentals estimates it at ^'HU, 01)0, 001), to 
which ho adds §25,000,000 for contiu 
gencios, making- a round total of $100,- 
000,000. 



Tiin following anoouncemont has been 
posted at the British Admiralty: — "Some 
mischievous person has attempted to cir- 
cnlato a false re])ort res|)ecting ru fiUeged 
accident to her Majesty'^ ship Alert, in tho 
Polar regions, by enclosing the following 
written iu pencil on a small scrap of pa- 
per, put into a bottle, which was picked 
up on theT)eaeh at Glonakilty, Ireland, 
on the 24th inat.: — 'On board tho Alert: 
threo days from Disco; broken by iceberg 
sinking I8th July; God help us!' Tho 
Alert was seen on the 17th of July by tlie 
Valorous, all well, and the bottle, if it was 
thrown overboard, must bavo boon car- 
ried by currents 2,300 miles in sixty-eight 
days, or at the rate of nearly thirty-fonr 
miles a day. As there are no onrrents 
running in the track between Disco and 
tlie coast of Ireland, it is quite imjiossiblo 
that the statement can bo authentic, and 
it is, therefore, evident that a silly attempt 
has boon made to perpetrate a disgraceful 
hoax."

For tho information of tlio writer I 
would state that $1000 were uppropri- 
iiteil by tho Legislature lastseasiou for 
tho library, that the formation of 
one had ijecn eoiniiieriooil previously 
to that iloinitiiui, aiul tluit tlio foes of 
admisbion of professional men aud 
other subscriptions to the Law Socie- 
ty are devoted to the same object. Ifc 
is to be Loped that the $1000 is only 
one of a soriea of anuuul grants for tiiO 
library, aud so far I heartily join in 
tbo spirit of the article. But, Mr. 
Editor, is it not rather invidious to in- 
form the public that, several legal gon- 
tlenion have fair collections of law 
books, iukI that ^Ir. iviclmrda has over 
1200 vidumes, and thou to incorrectly 
atute, "wo may say tliat tho lawyer 
who has the best library will iu tho 
end — other things being equal— ub- 
Korb tho mo.st business." 

It is a pity that the younger moinbors 
of the profesBion have not cash enough to 
purchase many books, but thoy are not 
likely to yield "tho most business" to 
any one starting here in the profession, 
later or at the same time, as them*8elvos 
simply because be has the most books.
